‘The Internal Revenue Service (IRS) is 
taking a hard look at worker classifica- 
tion. Whether a worker is an employee or 
an independent contractor has something 
to do with his or her work situation and 
a lot to do with the taxes the employer 
pays. According to the IRS, some $20 
billion in unreported income and payroll 
taxes is involved. 

If putative independent contractors are 
reclassified as employees, then the em- 
ployer may owe employment taxes— 
‘everything from Social Security to state 
unemployment insurance—that they 
didn’t pay, plus substantial penalties and 
interest. If these workers are suddenly 
declared employees, they must be pro- 
vided the same benefits as others are. 
And the employer may have to comply 
with more federal regulations. Small 
businesses are especially at risk. 

In general, a worker is an employee if 
he or she is subject to a sufficient degree 
of employer control regarding time and 
duties, but claiming industry custom or

My name is Rick Barry,and I am 
the president of Wilmington Junior 
Camps, a non-profit organization 
set up for the sole purpose of 
running and caring for Camp 40 
Acres.

like they were first tought to be 
using, the two teams decided to 
play it like it is suppose to be - so 
a real football was brought onto 
the field.

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couple times he carried the ball, 
he was nervous.

Officer Brian Rutledge. This 1s 
important because the CZC is 
the parent corporation that 
operates both the Stone Zoo, in 
Stoneham and the Franklin 
Park Zoo in Boston. 

“Everything we have set out 
to do, even as far as bringing 
problems to the Commonwealth 
Zoological Corporation, has 
been taken care of and taken 
care of quickly since Brian 
became president,” Ahern said.

whelming choice for first priori- 
ty. 63% of the parents respond- 
ing ranked the addition of a 
World Language teacher as a #1 
priority. A World Language 
teacher was one of the top three 
priorities of 98% of those 
responding. 

“The survey asked which lan- 
guage should be taught first to 
students and the results show 
that Spanish is favored by 87% 
of those responding. Reasons 
cited were children’s exposure 
to Spanish and its prevalence in 
the United States. 

“The Middle School World 
Language Program was extend- 
ed down to the fifth grade begin- 
ning this September. In response 
to the question as to whether an 
Elementary World Language 
Program should be phased-in 
starting at kindergarten, with 
the program extended up a 
grade each year or whether the 
program should be started at 
4th grade working down the 
grades each year, 55% prefer to 
start in kindergarten and 45% 
prefer to work down from grade 
4. 


Parent comments 

Comments made by parents 
as part of a Lynnfield survey on 
world language “recognized the 
fact that if the program is 
implemented from kindergarten 
up, there will be children who 
never receive instruction at the 
elementary level. 38% of those 
responding suggested that the 
problem would be solved if we 
started the program at all 
grades at once - or started at 
kindergarten and Grade 4, work- 
ing to the middle. 

“Finally, many Summer 
Street School parents made gen- 
eral comments that Lynnfield 
should be a leader in introduc- 
ing a K-4 language program. 
Many feel that language instruc- 
tion is ‘critical’ or ‘vital’ as our 
children will spend their adult 
lives in a country that is becom- 
ing more diverse and in a world 
that is becoming a ‘global vil- 
lage’ 


“These comments mirror the 
variety of reasons, derived from 
the study group’s research, that 


support an early language pro- 


gram.

The Pilgrims arrived in Cape 
Cod Bay in November 1620 
aboard the Mayflower. After 
their first year in the New

our labors." Sometime between

the autumnal equinox on Sept- 
ember 21 and November 11 (no 
one knows exactly), the Pil- 
grims invited their native 
American nei for a three- 
day feast that included wild 
turkey and other native fowl as 
well as cod, bass, and venison. 
After the first harvest feast in 
1621, other days for “public 
Thanksgiving" were similarly 
observed at Plymouth in 1623 
and 1630. Massachusetts Gover- 


nor William Dummer recog- 
nized in 1723 “the many 
Instances of the Divine Good- 
ness in the course of the Year 
past.” He issued a proclamation 
“to order and appoint that 
Thursday the Twenty-eighth of 
November Currant be solemnly 
Observed as a Day of Publick 
Thanksgiving.” Coincidentally, 
the 375th Thanksgiving falls on 
the same day. 

In 1789. US. President George 


President Abraham Lincoln 
made the holiday an annual 
occasion. Wherever they live, 
ground, the Thanksgiving meal 
Americans serve in 1996 will 
likely be the same as for Lincoln 
at the White House: roast turkey 
and gravy with stuffing, squash, 
sweet potatoes, and cranberry 
relish.

Stock up on basic items 
before the season rush begins.

A no bake holiday 


If holiday baking has gotten 
to be more work and calories 
than you really want, this year 
why not serve easy, no-bake

Poached Apples with 

Cranberry-Cinnamon Sauce 

4 medium tart-tasting baking 

1/2 cup dark brown sugar 

2.1/2 cups plus 2/3 cup water 

1 cup fresh cranberries 

1/4 tsp. cinnamon 

1/3 cup white sugar 

1/2 cup raisins, soaked in hot 
water for 15 minutes and 
drained 

Wash and remove the core 
from the apples, so that their 
centers are hollow. Place them 
in a large saucepan with~1/2 of 
brown sugar and 2 1/2 cups of 
water. Bring the water to a boil, 
then reduce the heat to low, 
cover and simmer for 10 minutes 
or until the apples are just ten- 
der. Baste occasionally with the 
syrup in the pan while cooking. 

Meanwhile, in a medium 
saucepan, heat the cranberries, 
cinnamon, 2/3 cup of water and 
1/3 cup of white sugar over 
medium heat. Boil gently for 10 
minutes. Cool slightly and puree 
in a blender or food processor 
until smooth. To serve, pour the 
sauce on the apples and into the 
cored centers and sprinkle with 
a spoonful of raising. Each of 
the four servings contains 256 
calories and no fat.

Jewelry shopping can 


Looking for a fine jewel to 
give this holiday season? How 
can you be sure you know what 
you're getting is really the qual- 
ity you've been told it is? 

The American Society of 
Appraisers offers the following 
tips to help you make your jew- 
elry purchase: 

Find a jeweler you can trust 
whose salespeople have a back 
ground in gems and jewelry. A 
salesperson who was selling 
shoes yesterday will not be giv 
ing you the best advice about 
your jewelry purchase 

Educate yourself about the 
item you want to purchase. The 
knowledgeable jeweler will be 
happy to explain what makes 
one gem more valuable than 
another, or why one method ‘of* 
manufacture is better or more 
expensive than another 

If you are buying a diamond, 
remember that its quality is 
measured by an established 
grading system. If you are told a 
stone is of a particular grade, be 
sure the person who graded it 
has gemological diploma cre- 
dentials, such as a graduate 
gemologist diploma, a certified 
gemologist diploma or is a fel- 
low of the British Gemological

Association. Many diamonds, 
particularly those of fine quali 
ty, will have a grading report 
from a major gem lab such as 
GIA or EGL. 

If you have any doubts about 
the stone, be sure you can 
return it if the report of a quali- 
fied appraiser shows a discrep- 
ancy in grading. An honest jew- 
eler will back up his or her 
grading. Also, get the grades of 
the stone in writing on your 
sales receipt. 

Colored stones, like rubies 

and emeralds, have a much 
more complex grading system 
and small differences in color 
and clarity can lead to large dif- 
ferences in cost. The color you 
enjoy the most may not neces- 
.sarily.by the.most valuable. 
Compare different stones and 
choose the color you like best. 
Usually, the fewer inclusions in 
the stone, the more valuable it 
is. Colored stones vary more 
widely in price than diamonds, 
so shop around and get the most 
for your money. Don’t hesitate 
to get the opinion of a qualified 
appraiser, and if in doubt, make 
sure you can return the item to 
the store.

the gems you're considering are 
natural. Many popular gem- 
stones can now be laboratory 
grown. A well educated gemolo- 
gist and appraiser can tell the 
difference. For example, sap- 
phires are often treated with dif- 
fusion, which is an artificial col- 
oring method, and a new 
method of filling fractures in 
diamonds is making industrial- 
use diamonds available for use 
in jewelry. There is nothing 
wrong with buying or selling 
these treated stones, as long as 
the buyer knows they have been 
treated. 

The American Society of 
Appraisers can help you find a 
qualified appraiser/gemologist 
specializing in gems and jewel- 
ry. All designated gems and jew- 
elry members of ASA are 
required to hold proper gemo- 
logical credentials and some 
members are qualified to use 
the Master Gemologist 
Appraisers certification mark. 
All designated members of ASA 
must complete rigorous educa- 
tion and training courses.
